The Drakensberg mountains mark the crowning point of grandeur in South African scenery. This great range is literally ‘“‘ The Roof of South Africa.’’ Cathkin 
Peak is rcughly the centre. It is flanked by Giant’s Castle on the south and the Mont-Aux-Sources to the north, and the intervening area, about fifty miles 
across, is a vast panorama of towering peaks and buttresses varying in altitude up to 11,250 feet. The Drakensberg range at this ‘point demarcates the boundaries 
of Natal, the Orange Free State, and Basutoland. Superb vistas of these territories are to be gained from the highest points of the Berg. On the Natal side a 
large area has been set aside as a National Park, where the fauna and flora are rigidly protected. For some years past the Natal Provincial authorities have
